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As  the  theme  of  the  Clipper  for  1951  we  have  selected  mythology, 
with  special  emphasis  on  the  ten-year  voyage  described  in  The 
Odyssey,  because  this  masterpiece  of  classical  literature  forms  a 
fitting  analogy  to  our  four  years  of  college  life. 

We  sailors,  bound  for  distant  goals,  have  been  sharers  of  many 
strange  and  bewildering  experiences  during  the  course  of  our  journey. 
We  have  been  lured  by  the  Sirens,  endangered  by  the  Cyclops,  and 
fascinated  by  the  land  of  the  Lotus-eaters,  but  our  inner  determina- 
tion has  steered  us  safely  past  the  hazards  of  the  voyage. 

From  our  ship,  now  nearing  safe  haven,  we  perceive  alluring- 
vistas  which  lie  beyond  the  shore.  Grateful  for  the  varied  experiences 
which  we  have  undergone,  we  leave  Salem  as  Odysseus  left  Ithaca, 
strong  of  will,  determined  "to  strive,  to  seek,  to  find,  and  not  to  yield." 
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We  have  no  way  of  knowing  whether  or  not  Homer  intended  the  Odyssey 
to  he  allegorical,  like  Spenser's  Faerie  Queene  or  Bunyan's  Pilgrim's  Progress; 
but  the  voyages  of  ( )dysseus  have  been  frequently  and  appropriately  com- 
pared with  the  voyage  of  life,  and  by  figurative  interpretation,  the  expe- 
riences of  that  redoubtable  mariner  identify  the  experiences  of  all  of  us  who 
chart  a  course  from  the  harbor  of  birth  to  the  port  of  death.  Each  incident 
has  a  metaphorical  significance  which  challenges  the  imagination  of  the 
individual  reader. 

Thus,  "the  mild-eyed,  melancholy  Lotus-eaters"  might  represent  those 
who  habitually  yield  to  the  vice  of  indolence,  who  mock  their  talents  by 
inaction,  whose  accomplishment  is  measured  by  caprice  rather  than  persist- 
ence, w  ho  leave  to  posterity  nothing-  but  a  heritage  of  waste  and  dissipation. 
The  Cyclops  might  be  any  tyrant  who  seeks  by  sheer  malevolence  to  crush 
his  less  powerful  neighbors.  He  might  be  Attila  or  Caligula  or  Herod;  he 
might  be  Kaiser  Wilhelm  or  Hitler  or  Stalin.  The  blinding  of  the  Cyclops 
is  symbolic  of  the  truth  that  tyranny  has  never  prevailed  in  the  end.  Every 
nation  w  hich  has  persisted  in  it  has  been  ultimately  consumed  by  fires  of  its 
own  making;  every  government  projected  on  the  ideology  that  might  is  right 
has  endured  only  until  the  forces  of  that  delusion  have  spent  themselves. 
Nature  is  the  sanction  of  international  life  just  as  truly  as  it  is  the  sanction 
of  individual  life.  The  Russian  totalitarians  will  discover  in  the  end  that  it 
takes  more  than  the  fanatical  bluster  of  overlords  to  secure  the  happiness  of 
a  people  or  to  establish  the  permanency  of  a  government. 

Aeolus  gave  Odysseus  the  winds  tied  up  in  bags  —  except  the  west  wind 
which  would  have  blown  him  home  if  the  avarice  of  his  crew  had  not  prompted 
them  to  open  the  bags  in  the  belief  that  they  were  filled  with  treasure.  This 
indiscretion  was  followed  by  confusion  and  panic  as  the  ship  drove  violently 
in  three  directions  and  was  finally  brought  to  anchor  in  the  waters  of  the 
Laestrygones  who  were  cannibals  and  giants.  The  obvious  moral  is  that  greed 
is  a  deadly  sin  whose  consequences  are  inevitably  computed  in  terms  of 
futility  and  despair. 

The  song  of  the  sirens  might  simulate  the  lure  of  the  fleshpots  which  has 
been  chronicled  in  literature  and  legend  since  the  beginning  of  time.  Scylla 
and  Charybdis  might  typify  the  hazards  and  tribulations  by  which  we  are 
beset  as  we  sail  under  billowing  canvas  toward  the  horizon  of  our  dreams. 

The  voyage  of  life  is  a  perpetual  adventure.  There  are  quiet  interludes 
and  stormy  passages.  Joy  is  counterbalanced  by  grief ;  fulfillment,  by  frus- 
tration. The  hopes  of  yesterday  become  the  realities  of  tomorrow  —  or  droop 
like  some  neglected  flower  before  the  season  of  fruition.  Fears  accumulate 
when  dangers  threaten;  happiness  mounts  as  successes  are  achieved.  A  pot- 
pourri of  risks  and  challenges;  an  admixture  of  victory  and  defeat.  Odysseus 
came  home  to  his  Penelope  after  years  of  wandering,  flushed  with  triumph, 
tempered  by  adversity.  He  was  able  to  come  home  because  he  had  prepared 
himself  for  the  voyage  by  self-discipline  and  restraint,  because  he  was  intrepid 
in  the  face  of  peril,  unyielding  in  the  pursuit  of  his  destiny. 

I  think  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  consider  this  great  poem  as  an  allegory. 
The  lessons  to  be  drawn  from  it  are  as  old  as  man  and  as  steadfast  as  the 
firmament.

In  the  annals  of  classical  literature,  there  is  probably  no  hero  so  re- 
nowned as  Homer's  Odysseus.  A  parallel  between  his  imaginary  wander- 
ings and  the  adventures  of  the  Class  of  1951  is  easily  drawn.  Both  our 
college  voyage  and  the  journeyings  of  Odysseus  have  been  marked  by  many 
extraordinary  events.  Odysseus  travelled  for  ten  years,  we  for  but  four, 
yet  we  have  as  many  tales  to  tell  as  he.  What  shall  we  tell  of  first,  what 
last  ? 

The  Iliad  describes  Odysseus'  adventures  in  the  Trojan  War,  prior 
to  his  ten  years  of  wandering.  W'e,  too.  had  our  taste  of  battle  in  the  years 
before  entering  Salem.  For  most,  these  were  the  high  school  years,  but 
some  of  our  crew  really  were  returning  from  a  war  that  was  a  thousand 
times  more  terrible  than  the  war  at  Troy.  Since  this  is  to  be  a  chronicle  of 
our  four  years  of  college,  let  us  start  at  the  beginning,  on  the  day  when  we 
boarded  our  new  ship.

1947  -  1948 

The  rosy-fingered  dawn  of  our  college  journey  was  a  memorable  one. 
A  fair  wind  blew  us  to  Salem  on  Orientation  Day,  where  we  met  many 
strange  but  friendly  people.  Some  were  the  members  of  our  new  crew, 
others  were  experienced  sailors  on  the  sea  of  college  life.  Our  Junior  "sis- 
ters" and  "brothers"  gave  us  such  a  pleasant  welcome  that  we  began  to  feel 
at  ease  upon  embarkation. 

Thence  we  sailed  onward,  hopeful  at  heart,  into  the  first  few  weeks 
of  our  expedition  toward  knowledge.  Our  crew  were  quickly  becoming 
acquainted  with  their  new  surroundings,  when  a  dangerous  wind  blew  us 
to  the  land  of  the  Cyclopes,  better  known  as  the  realm  of  the  Sophomores. 
These  "evil-eyed"  ones  made  us  suffer  many  hardships,  such  as  "blitzing," 
reciting  "poetry,"  "black-listing."  wearing  humiliating  outfits,  getting  crew 
cuts  and  suffering  in  THE  LOCKER  ROOM!  Shall  we  ever  forget  Bea 
Glass  at  the  organ,  or  Joan-Anne  Moore's  interpretation  of  a  baseball  game? 
Little  did  we  suspect  that  our  tormentors  would  soon  become  our  counsel- 
lors and  dear  shipmates. 

In  the  banquet  skits,  the  college  received  its  first  glimpse  of  our 
dramatic  ability.  Freshman  I's  Royalty  play,  starred  Kay  Angelakis  as  the 
Queen,  Don  Johnson  as  His  Royal  Highness,  and  Ken  Colmer,  as  the  jester. 
The  story  of  "The  Three  Bears"  was  dramatized  with  some  variations  by  a 
group  from  Freshman  II,  including  Kay  (Morency)  Murphy,  Joan  Heeger, 
and  Ruth  Lindgren.  New  York's  famous  Rockettes  were  not  superior  to 
the  Salem  chorus-line  which  was  made  up  of  the  entire  Freshman  III  sec- 
tion. A  Chinese  Murder  Mystery,  and  a  dance  routine,  performed  by  the 
Commercial  members  of  our  crew,  completed  the  entertainment. 

We  sailed  onward  from  Initiation,  happy  as  those  who  have  been 
reprieved  from  death,  to  our  next  struggle.  This  was  the  hectic  campaign 
to  choose  from  among  our  mates,  those  worthy  of  guiding  us  upon  the  first 
quarter  of  the  voyage.  The  results  were  quickly  recorded  by  our  speedy 
tabulators:  President,  Richard  Denning  from  Freshman  III;  First  Vice- 
President,  George  Hosker,  from  Freshman  I ;  Second  Vice-President,  Ann 
McNamara  from  Freshman  II ;  Treasurer,  Albert  Prendergast  from  Com- 
mercial Freshman  II ;  Leonard  Caine  from  Commercial  Freshman  I  was  to 
be  Secretary,  and  Marilyn  Clark  was  to  keep  a  record  of  our  travels. 

A  glimpse  at  our  log  shows  us  that  the  Parents'  Tea  was  held  soon 
after  our  elections.    This  reception  proved  to  be  the  first  of  our  many  sue- 


cessful  social  events.  The  latent  talenjt  among'  our  seamen  hurst  into  glory 
during  the  entertainment  when  Frances  Feeney  and  Boh  Jalhert  played  the 
piano,  Fvelyn  Mason  performed  on  her  violin  accompanied  by  Lucille  Berard, 
and  Barbara  Brow  n,  Jim  (  )'Shea,  Ralph  Lol'ilato,  and  Ed  G win  raised  their 
voices  in  song.    Barbara  Freed  recited  a  stirring  monologue. 

W  hen  winter  arrived,  we  discovered  many  skilled  basketball  players 
in  the  freshman  cla>>.  Those  who  made  the  varsity  that  year  were  Joe 
Courteau,  Bob  Powers,  Kenny  Colmer  and  Hank  Trahan.  The  first  two 
proved  to  be  the  highest  scorers  for  the  1948  season  of  Salem's  favorite 
sport. 

Some  heartless  god  let  loose  a  gale  that  blew  us  steadily  toward  the 
stormy  Seas  of  Hades,  Mid-year  Examinations.  We  sailed  onward  through 
these  dark  waters,  stricken  at  heart,  with  the  spirit  of  the  crew  faltering 
beneath  the  burden  of  "cramming".  For  the  space  of  five  days  we  labored 
by  night  and  day,  and  on  the  sixth  when  we  drifted  upon  calmer  seas,  we 
were  happy  to  see  that  we  had  weathered  the  gale  remarkably  well. 

Life  aboard  ship  in  the  year  1947-1948  was  far  from  dull.  When  we 
weren't  pounding  our  typewriters,  cutting  frogs,  or  practicing  gestures,  we 
found  time  to  attend  the  senior  "Nostalgic  Nineties"  show,  the  Glee  Club 
operetta,  "Show  Business,"  the  Commercial  Council  and  W.  A.  A.  banquets, 
man}'  excellent  dances,  and  the  Dramatic  Club  presentation  of  Jane  Eyre. 
The  last  held  special  interest  for  us,  because  several  of  our  members  were 
among  the  cast ;  these  included  Lucille  Michaud,  Joan-Anne  Moore,  Arlene 
Lewis,  Ethel  Tzizik,  and  Robert  Jalhert. 

But  of  all  the  memories  we  hold  of  our  Freshman  year,  none  is  more 
fondly  recalled  than  that  of  our  April  Showers  Frolic.  The  pastel  umbrellas 
and  spring  flowers  which  adorned  the  hall  helped  to  make  this  one  of  the 
most  delightful  and  successful  dances  ever  held  at  Salem. 

Before  we  were  besieged  with  exams  again,  we  cast  our  ballots  for 
our  next  officers.  Those  elected  were:  President,  Barbara  Farnum;  Vice- 
President,  Joe  Courteau;  Secretary,  Beatrice  Wolfe;  Treasurer,  Bob  Donovan. 

Our  last  weeks  as  able  seamen  were  spent  in  Move-Up  rehearsals,  clean- 
ing the  ship  from  stem  to  stern  for  a  visit  from  the  Accreditation  Committee, 
signing  Clippers,  and  making  vacation  plans.  The  Olympic  Council  besieged 
us  once  more  with  another  set  of  exams,  which,  oddly  enough,  seemed  less 
fearful  than  had  the  first  one. 

When  Odysseus  and  his  crew  stopped  at  the  peaceful  land  of  the  Lotos- 
eaters,  they  were  enchanted  by  a  dreamy,  languid  feeling  which  made  them 
forget  their  previous  hardships;  we  were  moved  by  a  similar  feeling  as  we 
disembarked  at  the  land  of  vacation  for  a  brief  respite  before  our  next  mo- 
mentous year  at  Salem. 

"I  am  become  a  name; 
For  always  roaming  with  a  hungry  heart 
Much  have  I  seen  and  known.'" 

1948-1949 

We  boarded  our  craft  once  more,  eager  to  meet  the  new  adventures 
which  lay  ahead  on  the  next  lap  of  our  voyage.  Ah.  here  we  were,  entering 
upon  that  era  of  the  foolish,  yet  wise  sophomore,  who  gazes  with  raised  eye- 


brows  on  the  antics  of  the  fledgings,  who,  but  for  the  grace  of  Heaven  and 
that  last-minute  cramming,  we  might  still  have  been. 

Every  class  that  has  sailed  to  Circe's  isle  has  fallen  under  her  en- 
chantment for  several  weeks.  Hers  is  the  power  to  change  men  into  beasts. 
To  tlie  Freshmen  we  seemed  fully  transformed,  for  none  could  escape  our 
wrath  during  Initiation  conducted  under  the  leadership  of  Mary  Kirby.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  determine  whether  the  Freshmen  were  wearier  or  more 
stained  than  the  Sophomores  in  the  locker  room  on  Banquet  night,  but  it 
is  certain  that  none  who  went  through  our  "torture  chamber"  will  ever  for- 
get it.    Initiation  was  modified  the  next  year! 

No  longer  befuddled  as  far  as  parliamentary  law  was  concerned,  we 
began  a  series  of  stormy  class  meetings.  None  was  more  violent  than  that 
which  preceded  our  "Dog  Patch"  dance.  To  be  in  the  gym.  or  not  to  be 
in  the  gym — that  was  the  question!  Nevertheless,  every  Li'l  Abner  and 
Daisy  May  who  attended  the  affair  enjoyed  the  unusual  dance. 

Because  of  spirited  debating  which  had  characterized  our  mass  meet- 
ings, often  resulting  in  near-riots,  we  voted  to  draw  up  a  constitution. 
Through  the  tireless  efforts  of  the  committee  appointed  to  write  the  docu- 
ment, a  good  constitution  was  presented  and  was  soon  adopted  by  our  class. 
Time  has  proved  its  value,  since  we  have  never  returned  to  the  same  useless 
bickering  of  our  earlier  days. 

A  record  poll,  conducted  at  Salem  in  December,  was  presented  later 
on  the  Boston  Ballroom  program.  Although  no  chanteys  were  chosen,  many 
current  hits  and  all-time  favorites  were.  One  of  the  records  played  \va- 
" Buttons  and  Bows,"  President  Sullivan's  favorite. 

The  lecture  schedule  for  the  '48-'49  season  included  some  of  the  best 
programs  we  have  had.  Dance  instruction,  a  personality  lecture,  several 
musical  programs,  book  reviews  by  the  popular  Mrs.  Rudkin,  and  "The 
Barretts  of  Wimpole  Street"  headed  by  our  favorite  Mary  Louise  Hickey 
broadened  our  cultural  background.  A  general  sigh  of  relief  went  up  from 
everyone  after  exams  were  over.  Many  nights  had  been  spent  reviewing  the 
rock  cycle,  glacial  evidences,  main  motions,  planets,  the  American  Revolution, 
Beowulf,  and  syllogisms.  After  we  had  recuperated  from  our  scholastic  en- 
deavors, we  set  sail  upon  one  of  our  most  tremendous  adventures  —  the 
Sophomore  Show. 

"Round-Trip  Ticket"  proved  to  be  a  huge  success,  which  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  it  enlisted  the  whole-hearted  efforts  of  almost 
the  entire  class.  Special  credit  must  go  to  the  co-directors,  Ralph  LoPilato, 
and  Joan-Anne  Moore,  and  to  our  gifted  pianist,  Frances  Feeney.  Most 
memorable  among  the  acts  were:  "You  Can't  Get  A  Man  With  A  Gun," 
the  minstrel  show  starring  Ken  Colmer,  Ed  Gwin,  Bob  Powers,  and  Jim 
Leary  as  end  men  ;  Arlene  Lewis'  impersonation  of  Sophie  Tucker ;  the  An- 
drew Sisters,  and  the  Coney  Island  bathing  beauties.  The  imaginary  musi- 
cal tour  of  the  United  States,  from  its  opening  song,  "Quanto  La  Gusta," 
to  the  finale,  "Every  State  in  the  Forty-Eight,"  was  a  triumph  of  entertain- 
ment. 

An  air  of  tranquillity  again  returned  to  our  days  aboard  ship  as  we 
returned  to  shorthand  transcription,  the  mysteries  of  physics,  and  our  field 
trips  for  Government,  which  took  us  to  the  State  House  and  Charlestown 
State  Prison.  The  Shakespeare  and  classic  groups  saw  Hamlet,  Medea,  and 
Richard  III  that  winter.  Out-of-school  hours  were  spent  in  swimming  classes, 
at  "Open-House"  Day.  Business  Machines  Exhibit,  and  the  impressive 
Twenty-fifth  Anniversary  Banquet  of  the  W.  A.  A. 

In  the  chapter  of  the  Odyssey  we  find  many  references  to  games. 
Homer  writes  that  "there  is  no  greater  glory  for  a  man  than  to  be  skilled 
in  the  sports."  Odysseus  was  a  superior  athlete,  a  champion.    Although  our 


games  were  quite  different  from  the  discus  throwing  and  archery  of  his 
day,  we  too  enjoyed  the  friendly  competition  that  participation  in  sports 
provide.  Many  Sophomores  were  seen  on  the  basketball  court  and  the  baseball 
diamond  that  year.  When  Salem  traveled  to  play  the  girls  at  Lowell,  those 
representing  our  class  were:  Pat  Collins,  Anne  McCusker,  I  ncille  Midland, 
Christine  Mnlcahy.  Mary  Semple.  and  A  nn  Learv.  \\  ith  the  addition  of 
Ralph  Butler,  the  same  members  of  our  class  who  had  played  the  previous 
year,  aided  the  varsity  basketball  team  through  its  season.  Don  [ohnson, 
Jim  O'Shea,  Jim  Leary,  and  Paul  Camello  helped  the  Junior  Varsity  to 
achieve  a  victorious  record.  When  Spring  finally  put  in  her  appearance, 
we  found  Bob  Powers,  V  ictor  Tseki,  Paul  Camello,  Ralph  Butler,  Ken  Col- 
mer,  Jim  Foster,  and  Henry  Trahan  rounding  the  bases  for  Salem. 

Late  that  spring  four  of  our  shipmates,  the  stars  of  our  show,  brought 
recognition  to  Salem  and  special  credit  to  our  class  by  being  the  first 
Salemites  to  appear  on  television.  Dorothy  Donnelly,  Mary  Kirby,  Betty 
Spencer,  and  Helen  (Kehoe)  Courteau  traveled  to  New  York  to  give  their 
famous  rendition  of  "I  Can't  Say  No."  on  Ted  Mack's  Show.  George  Wash- 
ington Slept  Here,  directed  by  Barbara  Freed  and  Estelle  Wolk,  was  the 
high  point  of  the  Dramatic  Club's  program.  Deserving  of  special  mention 
are  Ralph  LoPilato  as  Mr.  Limber,  and  Joan-Anne  Moore,  who  as>umed  one 
of  the  leading  roles  on  four  hours'  notice. 

W  ith  all  sails  set.  we  sped  through  the  last  weeks  of  our  Sophomore 
cruise  past  the  reefs  of  exams,  the  ripples  of  farewell  parties,  picnics  and 
Move-Up  exercises,  thence  again  into  the  carefree  country  of  the  Lotos- 
eaters,  the  land  of  vacation.

1949-1950 

Toward  the  end  of  Odysseus'  travels,  he  was  washed  upon  the  shore 
of  Phaeacia.  Here  he  was  feasted  and  entertained  by  the  peaceful  inhabi- 
tants. After  his  restful  visit,  the  Phaeacians  equipped  him  with  men  and  a 
ship  to  complete  his  journey  home  to  Ithaca.  Our  Junior  Year  at  Salem 
was  a  relatively  peaceful  and  pleasant  one,  with  each  and  every  course  equip- 
ping us  for  our  chosen  profession. 

When  we  had  hoisted  the  white  sails  of  our  ship  for  the  third  time, 
we  realized  that  we  had  passed  the  half-way  mark  of  our  college  voyage. 
That  Orientation  Day  we  were  the  "big  sisters  and  brothers,"  we  were  the 
gracious  hosts  whose  duty  it  was  to  welcome  aboard  a  crew  of  young  sailors. 
Two  new  members  were  welcomed  to  the  Olympic  Council  that  September, 
Dr.  Leo  Hennessey  and  Mr.  Timothy  F.  Clifford. 

A  glance  at  our  programs  showed  that  our  classes  were  of  a  slightly 
different  flavor  from  those  of  previous  years,  for  they  were  liberally  seasoned 
with  methods.  Eagerly,  every  Junior  High  and  Elementary  tried  to  absorb 
the  teaching  techniques,  for  he  realized  with  mingled  excitement  and  appre- 
hension that  he  would  soon  be  using  them  in  the  Horace  Mann  Training 
School.  With  mingled  excitement  and  terror  were  anticipated  the  time  when 
his  powers  would  be  put  to  the  test. 

The  social  calendar  listed  many  activities  such  as  the  Initiation  Ban- 
cpiet,  Clipper  Dance,  W.  A.  A.  Play  Day,  I.  R.  C.  spaghetti  dinner,  and  the 
wonderful  Newman  Club  Minstrel  Show.  Main  topics  of  conversation  were: 
the  increasing  number  of  engaged  classmates;  the  burglary  of  the  cigarette 
and  coke  machines;  the  Indian  who  hoaxed  us  neatly;  the  refurbishing  ot 
the  Rec  Room,  credit  for  which  went  to  our  classmates.  Kay  (Morency) 


Murphy  and  Ruth  Lindgren,  and  the  many  jokes  about  the  Brink  robbery. 
Anyone  who  possessed  more  than  five  dollars  was  quickly  accused  of  the 
theft. 

A  crew  of  carpenters  boarded  the  ship  to  make  it  fireproof  and  sea- 
worthy. Walls,  doors,  and  Eire  escapes  emerged  in  unexpected  places,  and 
Salemites  needed  maps  to  find  their  way  from  deck  to  deck.  It  was  like 
running  an  obstacle  course  to  get  about;  at  last,  we  had  a  good  excuse  for 
being  late  to  class.  Unforgettable  scenes:  the  man  with  the  wheelbarrow 
who  attended  many  of  our  class  meetings;  the  carpenter,  cigar  and  all,  who 
kept  crawling  in  and  out  of  Miss  Burnham's  window,  and  the  teacher  who 
was  the  unhappy  recipient  of  a  shower  of  plaster. 

Under  the  leadership  of  our  efficient  officers,  James  O'Shea,  President ; 
Ed  Gwin,  Vice-President;  Beatrice  Wolfe,  Secretary;  and  Chris  Mulcahy, 
Treasurer,  we  undertook  several  money-making  ventures.  The  first  was  a 
bridge  and  whist  party,  which  was  under  the  direction  of  Dan  Cole,  Ed 
Dodge  was  in  charge  of  our  profitable  cake  sale.  With  an  enlarged  treasury 
we  felt  able  to  begin  plans  for  our  Junior  Prom. 

After  the  ever-welcome  Christmas  holidays  and  the  much  dreaded 
exams  were  over,  a  new  world  was  opened  to  the  eyes  of  the  Elementaries 
and  Junior  Highs.  This  was  the  era  of  lesson  plans,  conferences,  workbooks, 
visual  aids,  I.  Q.'s.  and  experiences  with  many  "little  darlings"  with  a  wide 
range  of  individual  differences.  How  timid  we  were  the  first  time  we  stood 
before  a  class!  As  our  confidence  grew,  however,  we  began  to  feel  at  home 
on  the  training  ship.  We  shall  not  soon  forget  the  untiring  efforts  of  our 
supervisors,  the  weeks  we  had  to  teach  gym.  the  horrors  of  yard  duty,  or 
the  few  free  days  that  some  of  us  had  because  of  snow  storms,  days  when 
we  were  envied  by  our  comrades  at  college.  A  costume  party  was  held  by 
those  wdio  had  trained  the  third  quarter,  and  Beatrice  Glass  will  be  remem- 
bered as  "Uncle  Joe"  Stalin. 

Diamonds  began  to  glitter  on  many  a  finger.  Eros,  the  god  of  love, 
sent  arrows  flying  through  the  air  at  a  rapid  pace  when  Kay  Angelakis, 
Barbara  Brown,  Sylvia  Cohen,  Joan  Heeger,  Connie  Hunewill,  and  Kay 
Morency  became  engaged,  and  Beatrice  Gouchberg  changed  her  name  to 
Hirsch. 

With  spring  our  thoughts  blithefully  turned  to  the  long-awaited  Junior 
Prom.  Stars  were  twinkling  in  the  skies  and  in  our  eyes  as  we  danced  away 
the  hours  at  the  New  Ocean  House.  The  difficult  task  of  choosing  the 
most  beautiful  girls  was  finally  accomplished  when  Barbara  Farnum  was 
chosen  as  Queen  and  Arlene  Lynch,  Pat  Collins,  Chris  Mulcahy,  Joan-Anne 
Moore,  Bea  Hirsch,  and  Ann  Dowling  formed  her  court.  The  theme,  "Some 
Enchanted  Evening,"  aptly  described  the  memorable  ball. 

Since  our  earliest  days  at  Salem  we  had  been  aware  of  the  efforts  of 
President  Sullivan,  the  faculty,  and  students  to  bring  to  our  college  the 
prestige  derived  from  accreditation.  Our  dreams  became  a  reality  in  March 
of  our  Junior  year  when  the  National  Committee  accepted  Salem  to  the 
ranks  of  accredited  teachers  colleges.  To  celebrate  our  triumph,  a  festive 
banquet  was  held  in  Chapel  Hall.  A  beautiful  desk  was  presented  to  Presi- 
dent Sullivan  in  appreciation  for  his  untiring  endeavors  toward  accredita- 
tion. To  everyone,  this  was  the  most  unforgettable  of  all  the  wonderful 
banquets  ever  given  at  Salem;  we  had  achieved  our  goal  and  were  resolved 
to  sail  on  to  new  heights  in  the  field  of  knowledge. 

The  days  and  weeks  of  spring  flew  past  in  rapid  pace  as  we  prepared 
our  panel  discussions,  took  field  trips  to  neighboring  schools  to  observe 
classes,  cheered  for  the  baseball  teams,  and  saw  Katherine  Hepburn  in  "As 
You  Like  It"  in  Boston.  As  the  seniors  donned  caps  and  gowns,  a  feeling 
of  loneliness  crept  into  our  hearts  for  we  realized  that  we  would  soon  be 
losing  some  of  our  best  companions.  Salem  would  not  be  quite  the  same 
without  them.

With  all  the  pom])  and  circumstance  associated  with  graduation,  the 
Daisy  Chain  led  the  Seniors  into  Chapel  Hall  to  receive  their  degrees.  Those 
who  carried  the  chain  of  seasonal  daisies  were:  Anne  McCusker  (marshal).

No  more  pencils,  no  more  books!  Could  vacation  be  here  so  soon? 
As  we  bade  a  temporary  farewell  to  our  shipmates,  we  realized  that  but  one 
more  year  stood  between  us  and  the  farewells  that  would  mark  the  end  of 
our  voyage  at  Salem.

1950-1951 

Odysseus  so  enjoyed  his  visit  to  Calypso's  Isle  of  Paradise  that  he 
wished  to  remain  there  forever,  but  a  power  beyond  himself  drove  him  on 
toward  new  horizons.  With  similar  conflicting  urges  we  spent  our  last 
happy  year  at  Salem.  When  we  raised  anchor  in  September,  1950,  the 
shadow  of  Mars  darkened  our  reunion.  We  were  saddened  also  by  the  news 
of  the  death  of  Mr.  Woods,  our  former  professor  of  music.  There  were 
other  changes,  for  Miss  Janet  Smith  came  to  the  Commercial  Department 
and  Miss  Mary  Mrose  succeeded  Miss  Ware  in  the  geography  nook  on  the 
upper  deck.  Miss  Ruth  Southwick  was  appointed  to  the  position  in  the 
training  school  held  for  so  many  years  by  Miss  M.  Elizabeth  James. 

Our  class  officers  were  President  James  O'Shea,  Vice-President  Ralph 
LoPilato,  Secretary  Beatrice  Glass,  and  Treasurer  Frank  Fioretti.  Early  in 
the  year,  we  undertook  two  more  money-making  ventures.  The  first  was 
"What's  Cookin'?"  a  compilation  of  the  favorite  recipes  of  our  faculty  and 
class  members.  Credit  for  its  success  belongs  to  the  committees  under  the 
leadership  of  Stan  Jackson.  The  next  affair  was  a  cake  sale,  in  charge  of 
Ed  Dodge.  To  help  finance  the  Clipper,  a  successful  dance  was  held  in 
October.  The  classical  and  mythological  theme  of  the  1951  Clipper  was 
carried  out  in  the  decorations. 

When  not  preparing  for  our  dreaded  chapel  speeches,  learning  a  few 
more  methods,  rummaging  through  Contemporary  Literature  and  taking 
the  field  trips  to  Boston  for  Shakespeare  class,  we  attended  many  shows, 
dances,  banquets  and  other  social  affairs.  An  unique  affair  was  the  Open- 
House  for  members  of  the  State  Legislature.  In  the  sports  picture  were 
the  successful  Lowell  Day,  which  climaxed  the  soccer  and  hockey  season 
for  the  W.  A.  A.  The  mighty  Junior  High  Seniors  were  the  champions  in 
a  spirited  program  of  intramural  football.  The  game  of  the  year  was  that 
between  the  "Matrimonial  Maulers"  and  the  "Bewildered  Bachelors,"  in 
which  the  former  defeated  the  latter. 


Rehearsals  for  the  Senior  Show  gave  little  promise  of  the  dazzling 
success  of  that  production.  "Anything  Goes"  was  a  wonderful  show,  just 
as  good  as  our  Sophomore  one  had  been.  Outstanding  among  the  numbers 
were:  Sid  Caesar  (Jim  Foster)  and  Imogene  Coca  (Bea  Glass)  ;  Ken  Colmer 
and  Jim  O'Shea's  inimitable  rendition  of  "Brush  Up  Your  Shakespeare"; 
Ann  Morris'  "Honey  Bun";  Ursula  O'Connor  and  Phyllis  Smith's  "We 
Hate  Men";  the  Indian  chorus,  and  the  Scottish  number,  "My  Mother's 
Wedding  Day,"  sung  by  Mary  Kirby,  Betty  Spencer,  and  Dot  Donnelly. 

The  war  and  the  fact  that  we  would  soon  leave  college  caused  the 
announcement  of  many  engagements.  Those  who  accepted  rings  were  Nancy 
Haskell,  Pat  Collins,  Vivienne  Joffe,  Margaret  Catto,  Rosalyn  Finks,  Janet 
Oberg.  Eleanor  Keefe,  Mary  Murphy,  and  Bea  Wolfe.  Bea  and  Danny  Cole 
were  our  first  class  couple. 

Of  all  the  betrothals  none  pleased  us  so  much  as  that  of  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet C.  King  and  President  Edward  A.  Sullivan.  Every  senior  wishes  them 
great  happiness  in  the  years  to  come  and  is  happy  to  know  that  Salem  will 
have  a  charming  official  hostess. 

Just  as  Odysseus'  crew  became  better  adjusted  to  the  sea  and  its 
terrors,  so  we  no  longer  became  seasick  during  the  storm  of  exams,  for 
somehow  the  waves  seemed  less  formidable  than  those  of  earlier  days.  Im- 
mediately after  the  exams,  the  Commercials  left  Salem  to  do  its  practice 
teaching  in  various  high  schools.  On  the  two  days  that  they  returned  to 
us  during  the  eight  weeks,  their  conversations  about  methods,  disciplinary 
problems,  and  supervisors  were  very  familiar  to  the  Elementaries  and 
Junior  Highs. 

A  new  course  was  added  to  our  schedule  by  order  of  the  Common- 
wealth ;  in  cooperation  with  the  Civil  Defense  Program  we  took  a  First-Aid 
course.  Stock  phrases  were:  "Let  me  borrow  your  bandage,"  "In  goes  the 
good  air  .  .  .  out  goes  the  bad,"  and  "Let  me  find  your  pressure  points." 

Although  our  ship  was  nearing  port,  there  was  still  much  work  to  be 
done.  Included  were  factory  and  farm  reports,  "Robert  of  Sicily,"  and  Na- 
tional Teachers  Examinations,  of  whose  results  we  were  justifiably  proud. 
Of  the  forty-three  who  took  the  examination,  over  half  made  high  scores, 
with  Robert  Stanley  and  Marie  Nimblett  leading  the  field. 

Heard  in  the  locker  rooms  and  "smoker"  were  discussions  of  the 
job  situation,  the  luck  at  missing  the  extra  weeks  at  training  imposed  upon 
the  Juniors,  the  Valentines  received  by  President  Sullivan  and  members  of 
the  faculty  from  the  "Three  Gay  Blades,"  the  approaching  draft  call,  and 
the  numerous  showers  given  for  engaged  classmates.  The  cleverness  of  the 
class  babies  extolled  by  doting  fathers  Joe  Courteau,  Ralph  Butler,  Paul 
Camello,  Jim  Foster,  Nat  Finklestein,  Ed  Dodge,  Bill  Burger,  and  Hank 
Trahan. 

A  highlight  of  our  last  spring  at  Salem  was  the  thrilling  and  unusual 
play,  "The  Night  of  January  Sixteenth,"  presented  by  the  Dramatic  Club. 
Joan-Anne  Moore,  Ralph  LoPilato,  James  O'Shea,  Frank  Fioretti,  Arlene 
Lewis,  Ethel  Tzizik,  James  Leary,  Kenneth  Colmer,  Barbara  Roller,  and 
Beatrice  Glass  gave  brilliant  characterizations. 

When  Odysseus  reached  Ithaca  after  twenty  years'  absence,  he  had 
to  dislodge  the  suitors  from  his  house  before  he  could  enjoy  his  return.  This 
fate,  at  least,  we  have  been  spared ;  at  the  home  port,  nothing  stood  between 
us  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Education. 

The  first  of  a  series  of  events  preceding  but  closely  related  to  Com- 
mencement was  the  Investiture  ceremony  on  May  10,  and  thereafter 
the  somber  robes  denoting  our  new  dignity  were  seen  frequently  on  the 


campus.  Our  first  appearance  wearing  them  as  a  group  was  at  the  Clipper 
dedication. 

Odysseus  celebrated  the  end  of  a  memorable  journey  with  great 
festivities.  We  made  the  last  week  at  college  memorable  with  Baccalaureate, 
Last  Chapel,  the  Class  Day  Luncheon,  the  Ivy  Ceremony,  the  Senior  Tea, 
the  Reception  at  the  Hotel  Kenmore.  and  last  and  best  of  all.

As  the  recessional  grows  faint  in  our  ears,  we  relive  for  a  moment 
the  days  of  our  journey.  The  pleasant  memories  come  flooding  back,  and 
the  disagreeable  ones  are  already  forgotten.  As  we  look  down  at  the  new 
parchment  in  our  hand,  we  realize  that  it  is  both  a  degree  and  a  symbol 
of  four  of  the  happiest  and  most  meaningful  years  of  our  lives.
